Senate Chair Resigns, 
Elections Postponed

When Betty Fletcher ran for the 
Senate Chair last spring she 
promised herself that if “external 
events effected by internal peace, | 
would have to take myself out of 
that position.” 

Yesterday, Fletcher decided to 
do just that. She said that it was not 
just one event but her overall view 
of her functioning in student 
government which caused her to 
resign from her position 

For those members of the 
Student Senate who are just fin- 
ding out about Fletcher's 
resignation, she will make an_ of- 
ficial address at Thursday's regular 
senate meeting. The rush an- 
nouncement ts being made because 
a special election will have to be 
held to elect a replacement 

Because elections for two senate 
seats and the union policy board 
are being conducted this semester 
anyway, Elections Coordinator 
Randy Hillard has decided to 
postpone them a week so that the 
special election of the senate chair 
may be included. (See student elec- 
lion story. page 3.) 


Fletcher cites two basic reasons 
for her decision. She feels that 
there is much duplication of efforts 
within student government, and 
found herself being involved in 
some of the senate arguments, 
instead of remaining objective 

Concerning the duplication of 
effort, she elaborated by saying 
that she has gone to all the com- 
mittee meetings and that she found 
herself “losing my patience, there 
seems to be a real waste of time. 

“if - could have stayed 
centered,” she explained, “! would 
have been able to continue. What | 
thought would happen didn’t.” 

Last spring, Fletcher ran on a 
coalition ticket which swept 13 of 
the 17 senate seats. Her platform 
included funding and support for 
the Child Care Center, EOP, the 
Parole Program and Alternative 
Education. She stated she was a 
feminist and would work for that 
cause. “I wanted to get rid of the 
myths about categories, ethnic vs. 
feminists and so on. I didn't want 
to see those programs shoved out 
of existance.” she said

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| Moretti Headlines Rally 







Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
will be on campus tomorrow as 
part of ananti-Proposition | rally 
The rally will be held in the outside 
cafeteria area, starting with acous- 
tic music at 10 a.m. Students and 
faculty will be there to hand out tn- 
formation on Proposition | and its 
effect on higher education 

Moretti will address the Econ 
8 108 class in Music 151 from 
11:50 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. He will 
then speak as part of the rally from 
12:30 until about | p.m 

Moretti has said that the state's 
system of higher education may be 
“downgraded nearly $150 million 
next year alone, if voters approve 
Proposition | on Nov. 6 

“Proposition | may well lead to 
tuition at the community colleges 
and the state 
colleges for the first ume ever 
making higher education an unat- 
tainable luxury for, who knows 


universities and 


how many more thousands ot 
families.” Moretti said 

“There is a precedent to the 
Governor's Tax Initiative in 
Califormia history, and it was a 
proven failure.” said Moretti. In 
1933 Califorma voters approved a 
constitutional amendment 
also designaie Proposition | 
that restricted appropriations, with 
the exception of public school sup- 
port, from being increased more 
than five per cent over the previous 
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year’s spending without a two- 
thirds vote in each house of the 
legislature. It was removed from 
the Constitution in 1966 by the 
voters 

“From the first year the 1933 ex- 
periment was in effect. it was 
ignored. During the Depression 
period the required cuts would 
have eliminated assistance to the 
aged. orphans, biind and tuber- 
cular. constructions of hospitals 
for the mentally il, or support for 
penal Had the 
Proposition | of 1933 been applied, 


institutions 


the necessary expenditures could 
not have taken place 

“The historical lesson is clear 
Arbitrary Constitutional limits on 
expenditures did not work 40 years 
ago and they will not work today,” 
Moretti said 

Governor Reagan already has 
the power to institute a reduction 
in tax expenditures without chang- 
ing the Constitution. “Nothing in 
the Constitution prohibits the 
Governor from doing exactly what 
he ts trying to impose on all future 
Governors.” Moretti stated 

“Because of his power not only 
to veto bills, but to veto specific 
items in the budget as well as 
reduce or eliminate spending on 
any appropriations of the 
legislature. Governor Reagan 
could have implemented — his 
initiative seven years ago.” 








Moretti has been Assembly 
Speaker since January, 1971, after 
serving as Chair of the Assembly's 
Democratic Campaign Committee 
and being instrumental in the 1970 
election victories which returned 
the leadership of the Assembly to 
the Democrats after two years of 
Republican control. He is a pos- 
sible Democratic contender for the 
governorship next year

This is a response to an an- 
nouncement which appeared tn last 
Friday's Hornet, 10-19-73, that the 
Hastings College of Law was 
providing CSUS Third World 
students considering application to 
jaw school “a well deserved op- 
portunity to out-honky the hon- 
kies” As a fellow CSUS student 
facing numerous obstacles to ad- 
mission to law school myself. I 
resent the insinuation expressed in 
the announcement by either the 
Placement Office or your paper 
Positions in first-vear law classes 
are at a premium for all of us at 
CSUS. not just Third World 
students 


For the Fall class of 1972, UCSI 
(University of Califorma. San 
Francisco), Hastings Law Schoo! 
had 5187 applications for a class of 
515. UCB (University of Calitor- 
nia. Berkeley), Boalt Hall had S600 
applications for 271 positions, and 
UC Davis Law School had 2235 
Golden 
State University Law School had 
3000 applications for 225 
positions; the University of San 
Francisco Law School had 2500 


applicants for a first-year class of 


applying for 182 slots 


250. In Sacramento last year 
McGeorge Law School had 3200 
applicants for 200 — positions 
Following the trend of 
years, these numbers undoubtedly 
were higher for Fall ‘73, and will 


probably be even higher next year

Truth is Key to 
Winning for Some

As the Feminist Movement grows. people are becoming more and 
more aware of sex discrimination. It can be seen in society in general 
mn relationships between men and women. and most blatantly in the 
personnel practices of nearly every company, university and business 


in existence 


This sexism will be brought to our attention again tomorrow at 10 
a.m. in Judge Wilkins’ court in the Federal Building when the trial of 
Ruth Sime vs. the Chancellor and Board of Trustees of the Calitornia 
State Universities and Colleges et al (President James Bond, Dr. € 
Robert Hurley. head ot the CSUS Chemistry Department, and the 
faculty of that department) begins. The reason tor the suit is sex dis- 


crimination 


Dr Sime is being represented in the suit by the law tirm of Davis, 
Dunlap and Wilhams of San Francisco. All three are women and call 
themselves Equal Rights Advocates, specializing in sex discrimination 


Cases 


Sime taught in the Chemistry Department at CSUS from 1965 to 
1967 when she left to teach at Hunter College. Although there is a 
protective leave policy which would have allowed her to get her job 
back upon her return, she was not informed of this, and consequently 
not rehvred 


In 1970 a hiring freeze made it impossible for the Chemistry 
Department to fill the position of professor for undergraduate chemis- 
try. Although this is Dr. Sime’s field and the freeze is now off, the 
department has hired less qualified part-time faculty, and had, until 
the suit was filed, as she put it, “in effect voted the position out of ex- 


istence. 


Her contention, and the basis for her suit. ts that the Chemistry 
Department will not hire her for the position because she is a woman 
Her Ph. D. in chemistry from Harvard University seems to make little 


difference 


Sime filed her sust in April, 197%. Until then the department hac 
hired no women, except for Sime in 1965. Immediately following the 
filing of the suit two women were hired. one tor the position Sime had 
applied for. It was also not until after she tiled that the Chemistry 
Department implemented Affirmative Action guidelines. If she wins tt 
will force the Chemistry Department to hire her and pay general 


damages 


Realistically. however, the Chemistry Department wins either way 
It Wilkins decides for her. the department gets a tirst rate protessor 
and the State of California pays her damages. It he decides for them 
she has spent a large sum of money. and they remain almost tree of 
women, while having their defense paid for by the taxpayers. For 
women, however. if she wins it will be a smashing victory, a vote of 
contidence tor each of us who has ever been fired, demoted. or not 


hired because of our sex. 


Sime believes the trial should last only two or three days, and con- 
siders it important for two reasons. First. it is statistically vital. bi 
represents women in general as it is the only lawsuit charging the 
university with sex discrimination, and since it charges that the 
department has discriminated against all women. Second, tt ts im- 
portant for Sime individually, as they have discriminated against her 


specifically 


The key to winning the trial is to get the truth out. Although Sime 
feels she cannot speculate about the possible results, she believes that if 
the truth comes out, she will win 


In response to the department's refusal to hire her, Sime says, “I teel 
that | am being discriminated against because | ama feminist. | became 
labeled as an aggressive female, and thus was not the kind of person 
they would want to hire.” 


It is important for all interested in the trial to attend. The support of 
all women 1s vital since, for women, this case could set a precedent 


So, once again feminism is making us aware that people are being 
discriminated against because of their sex, totally trregardiess of their 
qualifications. This trial, and others like it, will prove that things are 
changing, and will hopefully show the rest of the world that women are 
through being pagyed by. We are standing strong now — standing up 
to be counted.
